LAST NIGHTS DESPAT(HES,

AN ARMISTICE CONOLUDED—TWENTY-FIVE DAYS'
BURPENEION OF HOSTILITIEA — RIOTING IN
PARISE=— FAVEE AND OTHER MINISTERS AT-
TACEED BY THE MOD AND RESCUED DY THE
MILITAEY.

Loxpon, Nov, 3,—Geoneral Garlbaldi, in an order
of the day, reproaches the Republlesos for thoeir
failures to et for the mutual defence of Switzer-
land., He says it 18 Kept down by the cash boxos
of her great bankers, ith her lifted tinger she
might have kept Prim from Madrid, but she allowed
him to sleughter the Spanish nation. Relerring to
the United States the General says: *One of Wush-
ington's great family barely permits the Republia
to fling & word of sympathy to the brave descend-
ant's of Lafayette—those who first proclaimed the
emancipation of the races. Classioal land of
liberty, bome of the exile, wilt thon abandon in
this struggle of giants thy sister nation, who
marched, and will march again at the van of hu-
man progress? Herole struggles.” He continues,
“France s in ruins becanse her army of braves was
led by tyrants, but the nation is here. It has risen
w8 one man, and will make the old autoorat of
Prusgin repent his inhuman butehery.” The order
then closes with an appeal to the soldiers, deelaring
that their courage is unquestionable, but thoy
want coolness and discipline, so Indispensable in
WAT.

Loxpox, Nov. 3.—[Special to New York World.]—
An armistice has been coneluded.

The Emperor, in his pamphlet, after decoribing
the battle of Sedan, procesds to the details of his
interview with the King of Prussin. He savs
when he told Wilhelm that he had given full
powere to the Regency, and with it alone negotin-
tions for Fencu could be conducted, he merely de-
livered hils own person into the hands of the King,
nnd not France. He told the King that the war
having turned unfortunstely, he could not throw
off 1the responsibility. Nevertheless he had only
obeyed a violently excited national feeling.

Losnox, Nov. 3,—[Spceial to the New York
World.ll—liiamarck Is unwilling to let the war con-
tinue into winter. He fears porulur outbroaks
everywhere. The news from Italy s to the same
eflect,

A gpecial dlsﬂnteh]rnm Brussels etates that before
lenaving Metz, Bazaine took out of the army treasury
his ealary as marshal and senator,

The correspondent of the World, the first civilian
alhowed to enter Metz after the capitulation, found
two Americans who had been in Metz daring the
whole of the slege—Charles M. Eustics, of Boston,
and Doctor Boylans, of New Haven, The latter
belonged to the American Ambulance corps. The
citizens unlversally condemn the capitulation and
the conduct of the defence. There was positively
no starvation and very little suffering. The city
was full of &ll descriptions of provisions and prices
were moderate.

The conduct of the French army #lnce the capita.
lation has been most exemplary. Although the
whole army was {lmld off all arrears and six weoeks
advance, there has heen very little drunkenness
and no uproar. The Prussian officers express sur-
prise at the ecleverness, cleanliness and celerity of
the French In making camps, cooking and making
ull comfortable. The forts In and around Metz
were amply provisioned until March next. The
post office was opened on October 30 under orders
of Herr Stephen, Director General of the North
German postal service,

Lowpox, Nov, 8.—[Special to the New York Tri-
bune).—A dispateh received here this morning by
Luaurier, from Tours, says that an armistice prob-
ably will be signed to-day, on the basis proposad by
Granville, viz: The UOonstituent Asssmbly to be
called for the 16th inst. The Tours delegation do
not approve of any armistice, believing it would be
a sure preliminary to pesaca,

The correspondent of the Tribune at Berlin, on
the 24, telegraphs that the first army, under Man-
teufiel, the seventh corps excepted, goes morth,
and will cecupy Norman r. Ploardy and Brittany,
maintaining connection with the foarth army, un.
der the Baxon Crown Prince, and will undertake
the reduction of Verdun ana Mexgieres.

The seventh corps will remain w garrison Motz
